Mrs. McMillan, a sister of Mrs. Tay­ 
lor, died in January at an advanced 
age.

Manila, April 9.—Reports of encoun­ 
ters between the American troops and 
(he insurgents continued to arrive from 
many points. 
Captain Sturgis, while 
reconnoitering, struck an insurgent out­ 
put on the Nevaliches road, five miles 
distant from Manila, killing two aud 
capturing ten. 
All were in full uni­ 
form. Unfortunately Captain Sturgis’ 
fon*e was not large enough to pursue 
the main body. 
A detachment of the Forty-second 
infantry, while scouting in laguna 
province, was pursued by tho ins agents 
and obliged to take refuge in a church 
at Facto, where the Americans repelled 
the rebels until reinforcements arrived. 
Lieutenant Gordon, with a company 
of the Sixteenth infantry, while scout­ 
ing near Aparri, Caygayan province, 
engaged 250 insurgents. 
Lieutenant 
Gordon was wounded/ 
A sergeant and a corporal of Com­ 
pany I. Eighteenth infantry, were killed 
in a severe tight in Capi province, island 
of Painty. 
The insurgents made a night attach 
opal Calbayoii, island of Samar. They 
hilled the sentry, swarmed into the 
town and Beardie*! the house of Major 
Gilmore, of the Forty-third infantry, 
who was absent. 
They killed his cook. 
Ultimately the Americans drove them 
oot of the town, killing four and captur­ 
ing 12. 
General Young, commanding in Nort h 
Luzon, made several requests for rein­ 
forcements, representing that his fore*' 
was inadequate, that the men were ex­ 
hausted by the necessity of constant 
vigilance, that he was unable to garrison 
the towns in his jurisdiction, that the 
insurgents were returning to the district 
aud killing the amigos, and that it was 
necessary for him to inflict punishment 
rn several sections before the nu ny sea 
son begun. 
General James Bell, who is in com­ 
mand in Southern Luzon, made similar 
representations. He said his forces wero 
inadequate, and that he merely held a 
few towns, without controlling the ter­ 
ritory. 
The president of the town of Sam a1, 
province of Barium, Luzon, aud another 
prominent native, were assassinated be­ 
cause they were known to be friendly 
to the Americans 
The president of another town joined 
the insurgents because they threatened 
to kill him if he did not.

MANDIA, April 9.—Reports of enoonn 
tem between the American troops ant 
the insurgents continued to arrive from 
many points. 
Captain Sturgis, while 
reconnoitering, struck an insurgent out­ 
put on Hie Nevaliches road, five miles 
imtaiit from Manila, killing two anc 
capturing ten. 
All were in full uni 
form. 
Unfortunately Captain Sturgis 
force was not large enough to pursue 
the main body. 
A detachment of the Forty-seconc 
infantry, while 
scouting in 
Laguna 
province, was pursued by tho ins argents 
aud obliged to take refuge in a church 
at Facto, where the Americans repelled 
the rebels until reinforcements arrived. 
Lieutenant Gordon, with a company 
af the Sixteenth infantry, while scout 
tiig near Aparri, Caygayan province 
engaged 260 insurgents. 
Lieutenant 
Gordon was wounded.' 
A sergeant and a corporal of Conj 
naiiy I, Eighteenth infantry, were killed 
in a severe tight iu Cap! province, island 
of Painty. 
The insurgents made a night attack 
open Calbayon, island of Samar. 
They 
killed tin1 sentry, swarmed into the 
town and searched the house of Major 
Gilmore, of the Forty-third infantry, 
who was absent. 
They killed his cook. 
Ultimately the Americans drove them 
out of the town, killing four and euptur 
uig 12. 
General Young, commanding in North 
Luzon, made several requests for rein 
forcement8, representing that his force 
was inadequate, that the men were ex­ 
hausted by the necessity of constant 
vigilance, that he was unable to garrison 
the towns in his jurisdiction, that, the 
insurgents were returning hi the district 
aud killing the amigos, tuid that it was 
necessary for him to inflict punishment 
In several sections before the rainy sea­ 
son begun. 
General James Bell, who is in com­ 
mand in Southern Luzon, made similar 
represe ntations. 
He said his forces wero 
inadequate, and that he merely held a 
few towns, without controlling the ter­ 
ritory. 
Tho president of the town of S&mal, 
province of Bataar, Luzon, aud another 
prominent native, were assassinated be- 
oause they were known to btl friendly 
to the Americans. 
The president of another town joined 
the insurgents because they threatened 
to kill him if he did not.
